The University Philharmonic or- 
chestra formally closed its season 
Sunday afternoon In Memorial hall 
with a vesper program, of which the 
outstanding feature was the Bruch 
Violin concerto. The violin solo was 
played by Prof. Carl A. Lampert. 
head of the music department and 
formerly a member of the Chicago 
Symphony orchestra during Its 
famous career under Theodore 
Thomas. 

Professor Lampert gave a brilliant 
rendition of the difficult solo and 
was so well received by the audience 
that an encore was offered. He re- 
sponded with a special arrangement 
for violin, without accompaniment, 
of the "Sextette" from Luciandi 
Lammermoor. Professor Lampert's 
success with the "Sextette" was quite 
a feat, for it is no easy matter to 
make a single violin do the work of 
the six voices ordinarily required for 
Donizetti's celebrated aria.

The schedule for Coach Bernle 
Shively's track team has been re- 
leased for this season and the squad 
will see its first competition against 
Vanderbllt at Nashville, April 14. 

On March 24, Doug Parrish. last 
year's "one man track team" and a 
looming star of this year's squad, 
will run In the 80 yard high and 60 
yard low hurdle events at the Butler 
Relay by Invitation. This meet, 
sponsored by Butler college, Indian- 
apolis, will be held in the field house 
at Indianapolis. 

The regular meets for the squad 
will continue through May 19 with 
the Southeastern conference tourney 
In Birmingham closing the season. 
Other meets for this season are: 
April 14. Vanderbllt at Nashville;

28, Hanover college, here; April 30, 
Berea college, here; May 5, Univer- 
sity of Tennessee at Knoxville; and 
May 19, Southeastern conference 
meet at Birmingham.

Smoke Nuisance 
On U. K. Campus 
To Be Eliminated 

According to M. J. Crutcher. super- 
intendent of buildings and grounds, 
Doctor McVey had received word 
from the presidents of two tobacco 
companies that steps will be taken 
to eliminate the smoke from the re- 
drying plants of the tobacco com- 
panies near the University campus. 

In answer to u letter from Doctor 
McVey, the president of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company sent a tele- 
gram saying that after the present 
redrylng season, a device will be 
installed to do away with the smoke 
from Its plant. 

The Liggett and Myers Tobacco 
company sent an engineer to look 
over Its plant, and he said that after 
this year they would remodel the 
boiler system of their plant and 
install a stoker system.

The Library Science department 
will bring to the University eminent 
visiting Instructors. A complete 24- 
hour curriculum In library science is 
offered by the school.

A unified student body ls an essen- 
tial need of the University of Ken- 
tucky, and this ideal will fall to be 
realised until a student building Is 
in use. The tendency for students 
to wish to be together for purposes 
of discussion*, games, and other 
broadening Influences Is a natural 
and worthy one. It ls a pity that 
opportunities on the campus are so 
limited at the present time that 
students who wish to enjoy such 
social contacts must either congre- 
gate hi drug stores, restaurants, and 
beer parlors, or must limit their 
Intimate friends to those of their 
own fraternities or dormitories 

With the completion of a student 
union building, monthly mass meet- 
ings of the University men and 



student entertainers, and a social 
hour with refreshments, would do 
their part in welding the student 
body into a coherent whole. This 
broadened fellowship resulting would 
be argument enough for a student 
building. 

However, apart from the sociologi- 
cal value is the need of a student 
building for purely utilitarian pur- 
poses. A place tor students to relax 
between classes, a well-heated and 
attractive room for campus dances, 
smaller rooms lor offices and meet- 
ing places loi student organizations, 
all of these would be supplied by 
such a structure. 

Thus we see that a student build- 
ing would mean enlarged fellowship 
for the students: it would result 
eventually In u body of alumni.

At the close of his summary of the 
"President's alphabet" at the Stu- 
dent forum last Tuesday night Dean 
Wiest, College of Commerce, tn 
expressing his opinion as to the 
effect the modern economical trend 
would have on the college graduate 
of the near future, stated that It 
might not be a bad Idea for the 
college youths of today to prepare 
for, and look forward to, government 
Jobs. 

It Is becoming quite apparent that 
some of Roosevelt's plans which 
were formed as temporary measures 
are moving into the permanent 
stage.
